MUSHROOM SPAWN 


Mushrooms may be grown in cellars, under benches or green- 
houses or in sheds, wherever the temperature of 50 degrees can 
be kept up through the winter. The beds should be made from 
November to February, according to the time the Mushrooms 
are wanted, and it requires about two months for them to begin 
bearing. Secure fresh horse manure, free frorh straw and litter, 
and mix an equal bulk of loam from an old pasture with it. 
Keep this under cover, taking care to turn it every day to pre- 
vent heating, until the pile is large enough to make a bed the 
required size. Three or four feet wide, 8 inches deep and any 
length desired are the proper proportions for a bed, but these 
may be varied. Prepare the mixture of loam and manure, mak- 
ing the bed in layers, and pounding down each with the back of 
the spade. Leave this to heat through for a few days, and as 
soon as the heat subsides to 90 degrees make holes in the bed 
about a foot apart each way, into which put pieces of the spawn 
2 or 3 inches in diameter; fill up the holes with the compost, and 
at the expiration of a week or ten days the spawn will have 
thoroughly diffused itself through the bed. Spread a layer of 
fresh soil over the heap to the depth of 2 inches and cover with 
3 or 4 inches of hay, straw or litter. Examine the bed often to 
see that it does not get dry. Take special care, however, when 
water is given that it be at a temperature of about 100 degrees.

CULTURE. The seed may be started in hotbed in March, or 
sufficient plants for family use can be grown in pots or boxes 
indoors with very little trouble. Be particular to give plants the 
benefit of fresh air and sun whenever judicious, for the purpose 
of hardening them, and cover with mats when necessary to pre- 
vent them from frosting. The two extremes of heat and cold 
are equally injurious. It is customary with the best gardeners 
to remove the plants from hotbeds to the cold frames, allowing 
a distance of several inches between the plants. In May select 
and prepare the soil and set the plants 3 feet each way.

Annual flowers are those which grow from seed, bloom, produce seed and die in one year. Perennials live on from 
year to year and do not bloom the same year the seed is planted except in some cases when the plants are started early 
indoors or in hot beds and transplanted when danger of frost is past.. Because of the different treatment required we are 
listing annual flowers in the following pages separately from the perennials which will be found on pages 52 and 53. All 
climbing vines are listed on page 51. 

We need to say little of the quality of our flower seeds to old customers. For the benefit of those who have not 
tried them we would say that they are produced by America’s most skilful and careful growers. Each variety is procured 
from the grower who produces the best in that particular kind. 

We feel assured that our flower seeds will give great satisfaction if properly planted and cared for. Much care 
must be used in sowing fine flower seed; so many times they are buried instead of planted. Most flower seeds do best if 
sown in boxes and transplanted. Care should always be taken not to plant too deep, and at the same time see that the 
soil may come in contact with the seed. It is well to cover the soil with moss or new grass to keep the soil moist and 
in condition until the germination of the seed is assured, then remove the covering with care, not during the sunny part 
of the day, but in the afternoon, so as not to sunburn the tender young growth.
